General Council Takes Action. 
The session of the general counci] yes- 
terday afternoon was devoted entirely to 
action regarding the death of Captain 
Howell. Directly after the meeting had 
been opened with prayer by Councilman 
W. H. Patterson, the following message 
from Mayor James G. Woodward was 


read: 
“Atlanta, Ga., August 7, 1906. 

‘To the General Council of Atlanta, Ga. 
Gentlemen: It becomes my sorrowful duty 
to thus officially communicate to your 
horiorabl body the sad intelligence that 
our Heavéniy Father has seen fit in His 
wisdom to take from our midst the Hon. 
Evan P. Howell, who filled the position of 
chief executive of our beloved city dur- 
ing the years of 1903 and 1904. Captain 
Howell was too well known to need any 
extensive eulogy from me or anyone else, 
end his work will remain a part of At- 
lanta’s history for many years to come. 
He was one of her pioneer citizens, this 
having been his home for half a century, 
and everything that affected Atlanta’s in. 
terests always found a responsive chord 
in his breast. I fee) satisfied that your 
honorable body will, Without the necessity 
of any suggestion from me in thet direc- 
tion, take the action necessary to pay 
prover tribute to his memory. 

‘“*“As @ mark of respect to our honored 
Gead I suggest that the mayor and gen- 
eral council «attend the funeral services 
in a btdy. 

“As a further mark of respect I have 
ordered that the flag wpon the city hall 
building be kept at half mast and that 
all of the offices be closed from i0 o’clock 
a@..m. fo 12 m. in order that all city em- 
ployeer be given an opportunity to attend 
the funeral. Respectfully submitted.

Water Frant in Hoboken Scene 
of a Most: Disastrous 
Fire, 


DAMAGE 10 PROPERTY 
FULLY HALF MILLIOA 


For Over an’ Hour Huge Tongues of 
Flames Leaped from the Dock 
Structures Lighting New York 

and New Jersey Shores. 

| Believed Mo Lives

York, August 7.—Inside three 


‘ |quarters of an hour’ fire swept way the 


| 
|'Delaware, Lackawanna and 


| Railnoad Company's terminal in Hobok- 
len. seized two ferry boats and practically 
ruined them, and for half an hour threat- 
ened the rest of the water front In the 
vicinity, includihg the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can and North German Lloyd steamship 
docKs, at which several big ships were 
lying. The loss to property is estimated 
at Detween $400,000 and $500,000. So 
far as known no live swere lost. 

For over an hour huge tongues of 
flames leaped from the wooden struc- 
tures on the Lackawanna docks, Jight- 
ing the New Jersey and New York water 
front. For a time it threatened a loss 
greater than that of the big dock fire of 
several years ago, when the North Ger- 
man Lloyd piers were destroyed wth a 
great loss of life. 

Wandering Fire Ships. 

Blazing ferry boats, cut from their 
docks, floated in the river, wandéring 
fire ships, which for a time endangered 
shipping. 

The fire started on an old wooden ferry 
poat, and swept by a northerly bréeze, 
ecmmunicated with the ferry house. 
spread to the main building of the Lack- 
a@wanna and then to the Dukes house, a 
famous Hoboken hostelry. The hote’ 


Western 


‘was a frame structure, and was a ready 


prey for the flames. 

By this time the flames were spreading 
in all directions, utterly beyond the con- 
trol of the few first fire fighters who had 


responded to the first alarms. t 

Following the hotel, the structure of the 
public service corporation, the street car 
operating company of Hoboken, Jersey 
City and nearby places, were down before 
the flames. At | o’clock this morning the 
fire was under control and the big steam- 
ship pliers had been saved. 

From an Unknown Cause. 

A remarkable feature of the great blaze 
was that inside of 20 minutes after its 
start, it had seived upon the Lackawan- 
na’ terminal and swept its 600 feet of 
train sheds, dooming them, The flames 
started from an unknown cause on the 
old wooden ferry boat Hopationg, which 
had been tied up in the open slip between 
the Hamburg docks and the Christopher 
street ferry slips. 

The fire was discovered about 11 o'clock 
It was thén leaping from the boiler room 
on the main deck, through the engine 
room and attacking the Superstructure, A 
watchman on the ferry dock turned in 
calls for the eity department and also 
for the Lackawanna fire brigade. Almist 
before the company’s men could lay a 
line of hose and beforé the city firemen 
could reach ‘the ecene, the tlames hac 
jeaped to the ferry office building between 
the piers aud then to the brand new 
ferry-boat Binghamton, which was jying 
im the Norther slip of the Barclay street 
line. From these it leaped in a few sec- 
onds to the high frame structure above 
the waiting rooms and in five minutes 
after the fire war seen {Ht entire build- 
ings covering Many acres were burning. 


High Tower Crashes. 

Twenty minutes after the blaze was 
first seen, the high tower, which sur- 
moun s the building, crashed down\all 
ablaze. Twenty minutes after the alarm 
it looked as if. the entire lower part of 
Hoboken, including the Hamburg piers 
would go. 

There were four slig# with high pilings 
and these burned fiercely, and sent the 
southward into the freight piers. These 
tas been destroyed for the most. part 
by a great fire on May 29, 1904, and 
had just been rebuilt. 

From the waiting rooms the flames 
leaped into the train shed, and so ranid 
was the spread there that engines, which 
were drawing out the cars there to be 
ready for use in the morning, had to 
bc hurried out. Seven coaches were Ieft 
behind, but there had been time enough 
to save about 30 others. 

The two burning ferry boats wer towed 
out into the stream by tugs. The Hopa- 
ticong sunk later. 

Fire aid was quickly summoned from 
Jersey City and New York, the former 
city sending all available engines and 
the latter dispatched two fire pbwats. 
With this extra force the Hoboken fire- 
men were able to prevent the fire from 
spreading through lower Hoboken, whi'e 
the fireboats held the flames "nm check 
along the water front. 

To the southward the flames caught 
the new emigrant station. It ocst $/v,000 
to bulld, and was supposed to be fire- 
proof, but was soon a mass of fire, the 
interior burning rapidly. Only a few 
persons were in it at the tjme of the out- 
break, and they were huyried out.

The envoy appeared 
on the platform and spoke ig Russian ina 
conversational way for several] minutes. 
He asked his hearerge how they Iiked 
America and wheter they preferred this 
country to Russia. Several of the audi- 
ence replied in effect that they liked 
America better as there were more oD- 
portunkies for advancement. At the con- 
cluston of Mr. Witte’s informa] remarks 
the crowd cheered him. which he ac- 
knowledged by removing his hat.

Dr, Wertenbaker Recommends 
Government (Officer Here, 


Would Be o fGreat Benefit to Travel- 
ing Public and Would Prevent 
Restrictions Now Placed 
Upon All Travelers in 
This Section. 


Up to alate hour last night no an- 
swer had been received from the gov- 
ernment health department in Washing- 
ton relative to fhe telegram sent by 
Dr. C. P. Wertenbaker, United States 
surgeon, recommending that a health 
office be established in Atlanta, and 
that the surgeon in charge be empower- 
ed to issue health certificat@s to par- 
ties who deside to leave Atlanta for 
quarantined states. 

It is probable that an answer wil! be 
recelved today, and it is more than 
likely that the suggestion of the sur- 
geon now in Atlanta will be acted upon 
favorably and a goveanment official sta- 
tioned here to issue health certificates 
and thus facilitite travel betweeg At- 
blanta and the quarantined states. 

Dr. Wertenbaker is no stranger here. 
He has been itn Atlanta on several oc- 
casions before and boasts that he is a 
Georgia colonel twice, having been ap- 
pointed to thas position by ex-GoOvernor 
Allen DL. Candier on two separate oc- 
casions, The appointments were made by 
the former governor In recognition of his 
services in stamping out smallpox in 
Georgia. 

Dr. Wertenbaker has had considerable 
experience with yellow fever, having 
only recently returned from Cuba. It is 
probable thut if the suggested health 
office is established here Dr. Wertenl 
baker w'll be placed in charge 

Dr. Wertenbaker was notified by the 
government health office to come to At- 
lanta and investigate the conditions here 
relative to yellow fever. He held consul- 
tation yesterday with Mayor Woodward, 
Dr. C. F. Benson, president of the board 
of health, and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer. 

After these consultations and a thor- 
ough investigation of the general health 
condition of the city, he decided @fipon 
his course, and sent a message to Sur- 
geon General Wyngai. at Washington tell- 
ing of these conditions and suggesting 
the establishment of a government health 
office. 

It is generally known that refugees 
from, the quarantined states are arriving 
in great numbers in Atlanta every day, 
it being estimated that from 500 to 
1,000 are now in the city. 

Dr. Wertenbaker was seen by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution yesterday 
and spoke interestingly of his plans and 
ideas, 

“There can be no possible harm I can 
see that would result, from the establigb- 
ment of the office I propose. Atlanta is 
practically free from any danger of a 
yellow fever epidemic, and traveling men 
over the south are seriously

Chinese Railway Concession, 


Some Trouble Has Arisen, and Mor- 
gan Sees the President About 
the Matter—King Edward 
Also Interested in the 
Railway. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 7.—J. Pler- 
pont Morgan, of New York, had a con- 
ference today with President Roosevelt 
iasting an hour and a half. The presl- 
dent himself is authority fOr the state- 
ment that it related practically entirely 
to the case of the Hankow railroad in! 
China, a controlling interest in which 1s 
owned by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. In- 
cidentally and as relating in a measure 
to the raslroad interests held by Ameri- 
eans in China the pending peace nego- 
tiations formed a topic of consideration 
by the president and Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Morgan came to Oyster Bay un- 
heralded. While his visit was by ap- 
pointment, nothing concerning it was 
perm:tted to leak through official soarces 
until after he had gone. 

Mr. Morgan came to Qyster Bay in 
his yacht Corsair. One of the president's 
carriages was in waiting for him, and 
he was driven directly to Sagamore 
Hill, arriving there about | o'clock. He 
remained for luncheon with the pres.- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, and for some 
time afterwards. The suggestion was 
made that Mr. Morgan’s visit and that 
of Secretary Shaw, a little earlier, might 
be more than a coincidence, but it can 
be said authoritatively that they had 
no relation at all with each other. Sec- 
retary Shaw and Mr. Morgan did not 
meet and the purposes of their visits 
entirely different. 

The president and Mr. Morgan discuss- 
ed the Hankow railway concession. Sev- 
eral months ago the same question was 
taken up by the president and his cabi- 
net and considered thoroughly. An ef- 
fort is being made by the Chinese gov- 
ernment to purchase the concession from 
the American China Development Com- 
pany, Which owns the railroad and the 
contributary concessions, 

The railroad now is in operation b2- 
tween Hanknow and Canton, a distance 
of only about 30 miles, but the com- 
pany, which is absolutely controlled by 
American capitalists, owns concessions | 
and has made surveys for several ge 
dred miles of railroad lines. 

A proposition has been made by the | 
Chinese government to the American-Chi-_ 
na Development Company to paretney) 
the Kankow railroad and the extension 
of concessions. It is understood that the| 
price offered is about $7,000,000. Somo 
of the American holders of the stock 
are inclined ot accept the proposal. but 
the European holders, who have a ma- 
jerity, of the stock. insist. as they claim 
ir the interest of various foreign couu- 
tries. that the railroad and its conces- 
sions be not sold, but .they remain in 
eontrol of the Americans. In behalf of 
the latter it ia urged that a railroad in 
the heart of China operated by respo:,- 
sible and aggressive American business 
men in connection with the American 
steamship lines, would be of enormous | 
advantage, not only to the American pro- 
ducers of all kinds, but to all the civiliz- 
ed world generally.

In other words, the 
state and the county and the city 
boards of health have specific and 
valuable work to perform in which the 
federal department of health is not 
called upon to interfere; but at the 
same time when it comes to dealing 
with the health problem at _ sea- 
ports where shipping from other 
countries is involved, and in times 
when the health conditions in any 
city reach a point where the welfare 
and the health of a large section of 
the country is involved, the proper 
power to deal with the situation is the 
tederal government. 

We are sure the state authorities 
of Louisiana and Mississippi, Texas 
and Alabama, and all other states in- 
volved—either directly or indirectly— 
in this present yellow fever problem, 
will give their hearty assistance .to 
the federal authorities in their efforts 
to first prevent the spread of, and 
then stamp out, the dread _ yellow 
peril.

Mr. Witte’s Talks. 

M. Witte, head plenipotentiary in 
the Russian peace negotiations, is a 
most anomalous diplomatist in one 
vita] particular. He does not seem 
to be afraid of his mouth. He talks on 
the least provocation, and his re- 
marks are by no means confined to 
the weather. He answers questions 
without evasion and boasts that he 
does not believe in clam diplomacy. 

This would be a refreshing diplo- 
matic departure, indeed, if we could 
believe M. Witte is as honest and 
straightforward as he seems. But 
there are grounds for suspicion of 
method in M. Witte’s loquacity. It is 
a part of his diplomatic game just 
now to put up a yocal bluff calcu- 
lated to make the taciturn little Jap 
fee] that the vanquished foe is far 
from hors du combat, but, quite on 
the contrary, exceedingly fastidious 
as to the “honor” points involved in 
the peace terms to be exacted by 
Japan. If the little Jap can be suffi- 
ciently impressed with the swagger- 
ing air of the big bluffer, the billions 
of yen demanded as indemnity will 
fall by the hundreds of millions. This 
is the pecuniary feature of the case 
that so delicately concerns the Rus- 
Sian. “honor.” Witte is talking to 
scale down the indemnity and moder- 
ate the Japanese demands. 

To a New York newspaper repre- 
sentative Mr. Sato, the Japanese 
spokesman, agreed with M. Witte, 
who, in an interview sent ashore from 
his steamer in mid-Atlantic by wire- 
less, said there wag no basis for a 
peace agreement between the two 
powers. “The peace conference,’ 
said Mr. Sato, “is based solely on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s notes to Japan and Rus- 
sia.” 

In other words, the peace envoys of 
the two powers have sailed half 
around the world merely to formally 
meet each other and give and receive 
a definite peace proposition. This 
formality might have been discharged 
in a few hours between St. Peters- 
burg and Tokio by telegraph, but Rus- 
sia was sensitive about her “honor” 
in thus promptly and directly ascer- 
taining Japan’s terms for terminat- 
ing the war. 

It may be, therefore, that the peace 
conference at Portsmouth will not 
last an hour after M. Witte has made 
himself familiar with the Japanese 
terms. He has his instructions from 
the czar and can Only compléte a 
peace treaty if Russia’s ideas of “hon- 
or” are satisfied. The tacit armistice 
in Manchuria has bolstered up the

the Russian press is clamoring for the 
acceptance of nothing but the most 
moderate peace terms. It is not be- 
lieved the czar will accept terms 
which are fair, based on precedents in 
other great wars. In that event, M. 
Witte will simply go home and the 
dream of peace will have vanished. 

The Japanese, on their part, are 
not, apparently, greatly impressed by 
the swaggering attitude of Russia. 
They will likely quietly stand pat for 
their legitimate spoils of war, as 
they view the equities in the case. It 
is certain the public sentiment of 
Japan is far from crying for peace 
at a bargain-counter price to Russia. 
Uasujiro Ishikawa, editor of The 
Hochi Shimbun, of Tokio, the per- 
sonal organ of Count Okuma, is ac- 
companying the Japanese peace 
party. In a recent interview this 
prominent Japanese journalist said 
there is a very strong feeling in Japan 
that unless thoroughly satisfactory 
terms are reached, there should be no 
peace. He went so far as to say: 

It is the general feeiing of Japan that 
it ds not time for peace. It is too early 
for peace. We must get Harbin and 
Viadivostok first. Unless we get these 
places we fear, by and by, battle again, 
for we fear that the ambition of the 

ussians wil] start them off again. By 
more battles we must stop the Russians 
once for all. Others say there is no use 
in continuing the war, but we do not 
like the idea of ever fighting the Russians 
again once the peace has been aeclared. 
If the government accept any terms that 
do not meet with the approval of the 
people they wil] undoubtedly be turned 
Out of office. 


Unless Russia is bluffing and, in 
reality, will be glad to settle on fair 
terms, there seems a slim prospect of 
anything coming of the conference.

Business-Like Conduct of the Courts. 

The business-like manner in which

W. E. Thomas, of the Valdosta 
circuit, entered upon the trial of the 
cases Of Rawlings and others and 
Placed the responsibility for one of 
the most heinous crimes ever commit- 
ted in Georgia is certainly to be 
highly commended. It is not too 
much to say that the able prosecu- 
tion conducted by the solicitor gene- 
ra] in these cases is an achievement 
that ranks very high in the records 
of criminal legislation of this state. 
Certainly the success of the prosecu- 
tion in running down and convicting 
the men responsible for this murder 
was, in the light of the complica- 
tions surrounding the case, little short 
of remarkable. 

While the Rome case presents no 
such complications, Judge * Moses 
Wright and Solicitor General En- 
nis have handled it in a way to give 
the people confidence that in the 
hands of these officials the admin- 
istration of the courts is conducted in 
& manner to insure not only efficient 
prosecution and impartial justice, but 
that promptness which serves at all 
times to inspire the confidence of the 
people. 

With such promptness and effici- 
ency in the administration of the 
courts, there can be no excuse for the 
complaint, often raised in this and 
other states, of the law’s delay.

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Corbin Not Popular. 

Major General Corbin, in command 
of the Philippines, has rendered him- 
self decidedly unpopular with the na- 
tive and acquired®citizenry of Manila 
and with the local papers which are 
giving voice to the criticism. 

General Corbin has recently taken 
upon himself the duty of investigat- 
ing the plans prepared for buildings 
to be occupied by army officers sta- 
tioned “at the Manila headquarters. 

Congress having appropriated $230,- 
000 for “continuing the work of pro- 
viding for proper shelter and protec- 
tion of officers and enlisted men of 
the army on duty in the Philippine 
islands,” it immediately occurred to 
somebody in authority that something 
like half of this sum should be spent 
for a residence for the commanding 
general. According to the description 
of the architect’s plans appearing in 
the Manila papers, this building was 
to have been a stately and imposing 
edifice meant to make a powerful im- 
pression on the Filipino mind. A state 
tall room large enough to accommo- 
date ninety couples on the floor at 
one time, and a state dining room that 
would seat at least one hundred per- 
sons—these were two of the striking 
features of the proposed building; 
and others were in proportion. For 
instance, there were to have been six- 
teen sleeping rooms in addition to 
those used by the commanding gen- 
eral and his family. 

Everybody in Manila rejoices over 
every American dollar spent in the 
islands, so naturally this elaborate 
palace for the commanding general 
was regarded as preeminently the 
right thing. 

But General Corbin, in his blunt 
way, has run his blue pencil through 
these palace plans until] there is left 
nothing more than a sensible, though 
adequate, home for the commanding 
general. General Corbin said _ that 
any commanding general to properly 
occupy the building as originally 
rlanned would need at least thirty 
servants, and would have to be a mii- 
honaire in his own right. 

Now instead of a palace costing 
cver $100,000 in gold, Manila ig to 
have nothing more than a perfectly 
sensible and adequate residence for 
the American commanding general. 
The rest of the money appropriated 
by congress will probably go to quar- 
ters for the men rather than for the 
high officers; but Manila mourns be- 
cause she has been “robbed” of the 
palace she had expected. |

A great sorrow sits enthroned upon 
Georgia's heart today. In a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, men have paused 
in the midst of their feverish affairs, the 
rising laughter has died upon the lips 
and with one common impulse they yield 
thelr feelings to the general g#0om. 

It may well be doubted if the death 
of any man could have affected men in 
sO many varied walks of life as does that 
of Captain Evan P. Howell. He had no 
angles, The polished surface of his mind 
and heart came in magnetic touch with 
rags and riches, with young ambition and 
tottering despair. The plow boy claimed 
him as his friend and kindled, perhaps, 
with enthusiasm by his father’s fireside 
stories, he felt, as well he might, that 
the name of Captain Howell was a part

The caste of 
wealth clasped him familiarly by the) 
hand and caught the contagious humor 
of his eyes. The genial democracy which 
was one of his most engaging charms wow 
for him a fraternal welcome in which 
the guinea’s stamp had no smallest parf. 
He moved with confident serenity and 
perfect comradeship wherever time and 
the hour might lead. 

No man in the state of Georgia could 
boast a more extensive acquaintance. He 
possessed that double gift of making and 
retaining friends.

Not so with the citizen who has been 
called to his last reward. He was too 
nearly the Admirable Crichton. He ex- 
celled along too many different lines, he 
wrought successfully in too many de- 
partments of human endeavor for the 
analyst to reduce his life and character 
to a phase or a phrase. 

Around his grave tomorrow wfll be 
gathered the grizzied veterans in gray 
who will recall him as the patriot sol- 
dier, turning from the fresh allurements 
of the law and the life ef competency 
and ease which seemed assured, to join 
his comrades in his country’s cause. They 
will thing of him as one of that heroic 
band who wandered in suffering bewil- 
derment through the matted mazes of 
Laurel Hill. They will think of him as 
the organizer and commander of a bat- 
tery of artillery, which performed mar- 
vels of execution in resisting the invader 
and in making the multiplied battles of 
Atlanta one of the “bloodiest pictures 
in the book of time.’ They will think 
of him as the daring youth who swam 
the Chattahoochee under circumstances 
which made later claims of a _ similar 
kind the .pinchbeck heroism of a shal- 
low pretender. They will think of him 
as the incarnation of the southern sol- 
dier, full of courage, full of chivalry, 
endowed with that strategic genius which 
makes the great commander, and yet in 
the fullness of his personal courage, at 
all times ready to give Death the dare. 

They will gather at his grave tomorrow 
and render him a tribute of sobs and 
Silent tears more touchingly impressive 
than the fragrant profusion of flowers. 
They w.ll mourn the kindly comrade, the 
devoted friend with a sincerity no utter- 
ed words could express. 

But as “peace hath ever victories no 
less renowned than war,” so the achieve- 
ments of him we deplore today found 
/ expression in the civic after years which 
deserve to be recorded no less loftily 
than those of the crimson years of war. 
If he had the soldier's zeal to destroy, 
he possessed no less the cit.izen’s noble 
enthusiasm to build up and restore. 
There is not a buttress or girder in the 
great fabric of our organic law which 
does not bear the impress of his clear- 
Sighted, creative genius. The constitu- 
tion of the great state of Georgia, bu.ld- 
ed from the wreck of civil strife and 
scallawag rule, iis one of the towering 
monuments which will perpetuate his 
name and fame. As fulfilling the prac- 
tical needs of a people, the men who 
framed it may well nigh rank with

And in the formative process no hand 
was more masterly in its touch than 
that of Evan P. Howell. 

Through all the succeeding years he 
has been foremost among its defenders. 
He was fused through and through with 
wholesome reverence for tne majesty of 
the law, and when, at various periods, 
he was called to high office by the will 
of the people, he was uniformly the 
champion and exponent of all that is 
best in our civil life. 

The last office to which he was called 
was that of mafor of Atlanta. It was a 
spontaneous tribute if one ever came 
from the people. There was an eternal 
fitness in the fact that his inspiring ca- 
reer should be rounded out as chief 
executive of this twentieth century city, 
pulsing with metropolitan life and en- 
ergy, toward which no man had con- 
tributed so much during the busy years 
of his career as Captain Howell. 

It is no exaggeration to say that he 
was the ideal chief executive. He pos- 
sessed that practical familiarity with 
details, that s:ngle-hearted devotion to 
the best interests of al] the people which 
such an office demands. And yet in dis- 
charging the subordinate but none the 
less essential functions of a great city 
he was equally at home. 

He was a born host. Whe#@er at his 
own hospitable board, where his incom- 
parable wit enlivened the passing hour, 
or presiding as the incarnation of a city, 
happy to recieve its guests, he shone 
with a radiance, spoke with an aptituue 
and charm, which sent our guests away 
suffused as in summer sunshine. 

It is difficult to realize that the gloom 
of the grave must soon receive 80 much 
that was gracious and winning ah. 
bright. It .s hard to believe that the 
courtly grace, the exuberant mirth, the 
firm and kindly pressure of the hand 
have passed into the shadows of the 
great beyond. The excess of grief, the 
sense of public calamity and personal 
loss, can find no fitting terms In Wiucu, 
to express itself. Let us bow, and sim- 
ply say with Horatio: 


“Goodnight, sweet prince!

When the war broke oyt Captain How- 
ell was among the first to offer his ser-

tery of artillery known as “Howell's Ba:- 
tery,” which played a heroic part in many 
of the great struggles of the war. At 
the end of the war he returned to the 
vicinity of Atlanta, and for two years 
engaged in farming. Then he removed 
to this city and became engaged in news- 
paper work on The Atlanta Intelligencer. 
He was city editor of this paper for @ 
year and then took up the practice of 
his profession, the law. His force aiid 
native qualities of leadership began to 
make themselves felt at once in the 
community and the commonweaith, which 
were beginning the gallant struggle to 
rebulld themselves. 

It was natural, therefore, that he should 
get into politics. Rather let it be said 
that his fellow citizens realized his worth 
and would not allow him to keep out of 
public office—for he was not one of 
those who sought honors, but one to 
whom work of a vital nature was given 


to do because it was recognized that he 
could do it well. The jong record of 
his services for the state and municipal- 
ity, however, is far from being a record 
simply of his successful administration 
of the public offices which he held. He 
was a live wire in the community, 4 
man of bold and origintl ideas, and 2 
leader in every public enterprise which 
promised advantage to the people in 
general of his state and city. He was

He was one of those rare characters to

counsel advice and leadership. The va- 
rious enterprises, successfully carried out, 
which have given Atlanta the name ofa 
city of great enterprises, owe their suc- 
ecss in a vast degree to the ability of 
Captain Howell. 

In 1876 Captain Howell purchased 4 
controlling interest in The Atlanta Con- 
stituion and made that paper a force in 
the affairs of the city, the state and 
the nation. His executive ability, his 
faculty of seeing what should be done, 
and proceeding to start the community 
along the right road to do it, was nu 
where better exemplified than during the 
years when he directed the policy of The 
Constitution. His editorial writings pos- 
sessed the supreme quality of directness 
—like his delightfuul public speeches—be- 
cause he always knew exactly what he 
wanted to say. 

He was mayor of his city, he was 4 
member of his state’s legislative body— 
he was given offices even When he did 
not ask for them—but even if he had 
never held a public office his ability and 
personality would have béen felt through- 
out the state which sincerely mourns his 
loss today. 

And, above aj] things, he was one of 
the sort of men who know how to make 
and hold friends. Perhaps in glancing 
hastily at the life of any man who is 
just dead that is one of the main things 
to be considered as bearing on his suc- 
cess—whether or no he wag a loveable 
man. Captain Howell was. And there 
can be no higher tribute to him than the 
grief of the thousands all over the state 
who feel hi sloss to be a personal one. 

A Friend’s Tribute. 

Editor Constitution—When the sad in- 
telligence of the death of Cuptain Howell 
reached me, I was stunned and crushed 
with sorrow, for we had loved each other 
for years. The discrepancy in our ages 
made no difference in the congeniality of 
our comradeship, 
moments we spent together in mutual en- 
joyment, J] first knew him in the sixties. 
He was then comparatively a young 
man, ful] of energy, hope and courage. 
He had just returned from the mighty 
theater of war; and amid the scenes of 
defeat and desolation was looking out 
upon the broad plains of the unexplored 
future, with a wealth of patriotism which 
had been undiminished by the ruin inci- 
dent to the defeat of his country. In all 
the trying times of reconstruction and 
the turbufent period following in its 
wake, Captain Howell—as a man, as a 
citizen, as an officer of the law—was fear- 
less,tender and brave. He worked with one 
great purpose in his heart, This was tte 
upbuilding of Atlanta and Georgia. The 
chronicses of the history of this state and 
the city bear the impress of his masterly 
touch, and his deeds are interwoven for- 
ever in the story of their progress and 
success. 

Perhaps to no two men do we owe so 
much as to Captain Howell, the level 
headed, wise, far-seeing wel! balanced pa, 
triot, and the brilliant, accomplished, ver_ 
satile and equally patriotic Henry W. 
Grady, who worked with him. With Cap- 
tain Howell at the wheel and Henry W. 
Grady flying the sails, The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution was soon upon placid seas, and 
did much in steering the course in which 
we all soon followed out of the stormy 
waters of the dark days of reconstruc- 
tion, These gentlemen were yery differ- 
ent only in this respect; for the strong 
pulse of love for their country and al! 
mankind oeat warmly, fervently and in 
perfect unison in the breast of both. 

In the sadness of the presence of death 
there ig a ray of consolation ta imagine 
the meeting of these two on the holy Sab. 
bath day. in the realm of peace beyond, 
the glory of the skies. 

We all miss Captain Howell. It is as if 
a great part of our city and state had 
gone from us forever His wisdom, his 
courage, his sympathy, his fine comrade- 
ship, his merry laugh, his jest and infin- 
ite humo@—all ives with us still: and in 
the solemn presence of death. our mem- 
ory fills with a thousand recollections of 
his splendid personality How gentle is 
the sweet recall of all he was to me.

“He ran that saw mill successfully, 
keeping at it until we had saved one 
thousand dollars. It had always been his 
intention to return to the practice of 
law immediately after he was able to do 
so. So he came to make his home in 
the city. At first, however, he worked 
for about a year on the old Atlanta In- 
telligencer. Shortly after coming to At- 
lanta he found a well known ex-Con- 
federate, who was very anxious to bor- 
row a little money with which to carry 
on his business, and Captain Howell 
loaned him that one thousand dollars. 
Later, through force of circumstances, 
which he could not control, the bor- 
rower failed and the one thousand dol- 
lars was gone. 


“But Captain Howell did not lose his 
greatest asset, which was hig splendid 
optimism. He always looked 0o1 the 
bright side of things. He began the 
practice of law, confident that things 
would come out all right with him, and 
it was not very long before he was 
appointed to the responsible position of 
solicitor general. Judge Hopkins was 
on the bench in those days, and the 
great work which the judge and his 
prosecuting officer did in cleaning At- 
lanta of the lawlessness then rampant 
should ever stand in the record of At- 
lanta’s history.

Mr. Hall Opposed Joint Informal

Com mittees—Resolutions on 
Death of Capt. Howell Are 
Unanimously Adopted. 


In order that the senate committee on 
new counties may have before the mem- 
bers al] bills providing for the creation of 
new counties, Senator Wheatley intro-

At this meeting Mr. Hall contended 
that it wag unconstitutional for the two 
committees to meet in informal joint 
sessions, and he even went so far as to 
threaten to resign from the new county 
committee if he was forced to continue 
these sessions with the senate commit- 
"a this occasion every member of the 
house committee who expressed himself 
opposed Mr. Hall in his stand, and fa- 
vored continuing the informal joint ses- 
sions with the senate committee in or- 
der that there might be some legislation 
on new counties at the present session of 
the general assembly. 

Mr. Hall did not resign as chairman of 
the new county committee. 

The seventeen bills introduced by Sena- 
tor Wheatley in the senate yesterday are 
duplicates of the new county bills which 
have been introduced in the house. The 
senate committee on new counties will 
now have before it all of the twenty-four 
bills providing. for new counties, and as 
Senator Wheatley remarked yesterday, 
there will be no reason why Mr. Hall 
should object to the continuation of the 
informal joint sessions of the two com- 
mittees, as the constitutinal objection of 
the chairmran of the house committee has 
been overcome.

Hon. Hal G. Nowell, of Walton coun- 
ty, is the author of a bill introduced in 
the house yesterday providing for 4 
fund for the foundation and mainten- 
ance of an inebriate asylum. 

The main feature of the bill is the 
creation of qa fund by reywufring a spe- 
cial license to be paid by al] keepers 
of saloons, groceries, restaurants, whole- 
sale or retai] liquor stores, hotels, brew- 
eries, etc., the license being $10, in addi- 
tion to all other license or licenses requir- 
ed by law. 

The money so realized is to be 
collected by the treasurer of each coun- 
ty in which such business is conducted 
and by them turned over to the treas- 
urer of the state and by him kept sep- 
arate and apart from all other funds 
of the state. 

When said fund amounts to $20,000, 
the governor is to appoint a commis- 
sion charged with locating and erecting 
the asylum, upon the same general plan 
as the other charitable institutions of 
the state. 

The asylum, under the provisions of the 
bill, will never become a direct chg@sgse 
upon the state, but wil] always be sus- 
tained and supported by and “om tue 


In speaking of the bill yesterday, Mr. 
Nowell stated that he believed it would 
meet with the hearty approva] of the 
people of the state, and that after due 
consideration by those who would be 
called upon to pay the tax it would not 
be opposed by them, as the tax was 
nominal. 

Mr. Nowell stated that under the pro- 
visions of the bill about $8,500 would be 
raised the first year even with the nomi- 
nal tax of $10. Mr. Nowell is enthusias- 
tic over the measure, and believes it 
will be passed by the present generai 
assembly. Owing to its position on the 
calendar it is possible that the bill will 
not be reached at the present session, 
but Mr. Nowell intends to push its 
passage at the next sessifor. 

When the house convened tn the af- 
ternoon upon motion of Mr. Felder. of 
Bibb, action on the genera] tax act was 
deferred till this morning on account of 
the small number in attendance.

REGULATIONS

tificates.

STABBED SEVEN 


AND KILLED ONE

Jack, the Ripper, Ran Amuck 


Saturday Night 


Unknown Person Went About with 
Knife or Dagger Stabbing People 
im the Back—Three Men 
Caught with Open 
Knives.

It developed yesterday morning that 
there was a jack the ripper on the 
town Saturday night. One man was 
killed and six others were ser:ously 
stabbed. The police did not know of 
the stabbing cases until yesterday morn- 
ing, as the victims had fied and did not 
report the matter Saturday night or 
Sunday. 

Three arrests were made and the pris- 
oners:’ arraigned yesterday for carrying 
open knives up their sleeves. It could 
not be poven that either of the three 
was Jack the Ripper and they were let 
off with fines of $10.75 each for carry- 
ing the knives open and concealed. 

Officers Felder and Borne reported in 
the recorder’s court yesterday that be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday night sorne unknown person roved 
around in the crowd of negroes at the 
corner of Decatur and Ivy streets with 
a knife and that six persons were stab- 
bed and one man killed. F 

“It seems,’’ stated the officers, ‘that 
a Jack the Ripper had taken the town. 
He slipped about in the crowd and 
every now and then some one was 
heard to cry out as the knife was used. 
We did not have time to investigate any 
of the cases except that of Charlie An- 
derson, the negro who was killed.’ 

One Man Was Murdered. 

Anderson, who had come from Bilr- 
mingham a few days before, went on 
Decatur street to see the town. He was 
a stranger and had had no trouble with 
any one. As he was standing opposite 
a pool Toom on Ivy, near Decatur street, 
some one plunged a kniife into his left 
shoulder over the heart. He cried out: 
“Oh, Lordy,” ran a few steps and fell 
dead. 

Fully a thousand negroes gathered 
about the scene of the crime and it 
was in the crowd that the police arrest- 
ed Wil Williams, W. M. Derricott and 
Isaac Jackson, three negroes, who had 
open knives up their coat sleeves. It 
was thought that one of the prisoners 
had committed the murder, and was Jack 
the Ripper, but this could not be proven 
in court. Acting Recorder Bown enter- 
ed fines of $10.75 and told the negroes 
that they could not go about with 
knives open and concealed on their per- 
sons. 

Among the victims of Jack the Ripper 
was a woman who was stabbed in the 
face by some one walking behind her. 
Three men were stabbed :n the back and 
two were stabbed in the*shoulders.,
